Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

i  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1967  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District. 

The  population  which  for  a  number  of  years  remained  fairly 
stationary  has  recently  begun  to  rise  and  now  is  at  an  estimated 
level  of  11,160,  an  increase  of  290  over  the  previous  year. 

It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  this  rise  will  continue  because 
Sandbach  is  very  favourably  situated  with  an  entrance  onto  the 
adjacent  motorway  and  a  railway  station  which  is  on  the  main 
electrified  line  to  London.  Indeed,  the  Surveyor  has  emphasised 
this  point  when  he  states  in  his  section  of  the  Report  that  the  new 
sewerage  and  surface  water  schemes  in  the  Middlewich  Road 
and  Park  Lane  areas  will  provide  for  considerable  future  develop¬ 
ment. 

The  table  in  the  report  showing  the  causes  of  death  has  remained 
in  its  present  form  for  very  many  years.  At  one  time  infectious 
diseases  were  the  major  hazard  and  accounted  overwhelmingly  for 
the  number  of  deaths.  For  a  variety  of  reasons  it  is  now  rare  to 
record  a  single  death  from  these  causes.  Coronary  Heart  Disease 
now  leads  the  list  followed  closely  by  Cancer  and  other  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  blood  vessels.  Whereas  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases 
largely  occurred  in  young  people.  Heart  Disease  and  Cancer  are 
affecting  the  middle-aged  and  the  elderly.  The  question  arises 
what  can  be  done  to  reduce  this  mortality.  Medical  research  is  the 
main  hope  and  all  over  the  world  this  goes  on  with  ever-increasing 
impetus  as  new  facts  and  relationships  are  revealed.  As  far  as  the 
individual  is  concerned  there  are  certain  irrefutable  associations 
between  our  social  habits  and  disease  and  death. 

For  example,  cigarette  smoking  is  the  major  cause  in  the  tremen¬ 
dous  increase  in  lung  cancer.  Air  polution  as  well  as  smoking  are 
the  main  causes  of  Bronchitis,  the  most  expensive  and  devastating 
illness  in  this  country. 

Over-indulgence  in  food,  particularly  starches  and  sweets,  cause 
overweight  and  consequent  extra  strain  on  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels. 
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Many  of  the  factors  which  can  keep  people  healthy  and  active 
can  only  be  brought  about  in  a  well  organised  scheme  of  Health 
Education  starting  with  the  mother  and  her  infant,  through  the 
schools  and  on  into  adult  life  to  prepare  for  retirement  and  old  age. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  reorganisations  that  are  to  come  in  the 
Health  Services  and  in  Local  Government  this  most  important 
aspect  of  preventive  medicine  will  not  be  overlooked.  The  subject 
is  so  important  that  a  new  Health  Service  Council  is  being  developed 
but  farther  than  this  we  need  Departments  of  Health  Education  at 
our  Universities  and  Teacher  Training  Colleges. 

Once  again  Measles  is  the  most  prevalent  of  our  infectious  diseases. 
But  as  has  been  forecast  in  previous  Annual  Reports  the  long 
awaited  vaccination  is  now  available  and  if  all  who  are  eligible  avail 
themselves  of  this  protection  we  should  begin  to  see  the  end  of  this 
disease. 

We  have  now  established  in  Sandbach  a  regular  Cervical  Smear 
Clinic.  This  could  be  properly  labelled  as  a  Cancer  Prevention 
Service,  for  in  addition  to  the  smear  examination,  a  general  clinical 
overhaul  is  given  with  particular  attention  to  the  breasts.  It  should 
be  realised  that  cancer  of  the  breast  causes  three  times  more  deaths 
than  that  of  the  cervix.  However,  not  all  women  are  availing  them¬ 
selves  of  this  valuable  service  and  we  now  have  no  age  restriction 
on  those  who  can  attend. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  N.  A.  Rogers,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  most  courteous  and  able  assistance 
who,  with  Mr.  H.  J.  Rees,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  so 
substantially  contributed  to  this  report. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  how  much  I 
appreciate  the  ready  assistance  given  to  me  by  the  new  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  Mr.  D.  N.  Mills.

1967  was  the  ninth  year  of  the  service  and  it  enables  the  W.R.V.S. 
to  keep  a  wonderful  contact  between  themselves  and  the  recipients. 

The  drivers  and  aides  who  work  to  a  rota  do  many  little  kind¬ 
nesses  and  give  help  when  it  is  needed. 

From  January  to  the  end  of  September,  27  meals  were  delivered 
twice  a  week  making  a  total  of  2,106  meals  delivered  during  the 
period.  From  1st  October  to  the  end  of  December,  20  meals  were 
delivered  four  times  a  week,  making  a  total  of  1,040  meals  delivered. 

Club  for  Physically  Handicapped  Persons 

The  Club  for  Physically  Handicapped  Persons  is  run  in  two 
sectiqns.  The  social  side,  which  is  organised  by  the  W.R.V.S.  meets 
fortnightly  on  Friday  evenings  at  the  Ashfields  Clinic.  The  Handi¬ 
craft  section  works  in  conjunction  with  the  Leonard  Cheshire  Home 
where  it  meets  weekly.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

Sandbach  is  supplied  with  River  Dee  water,  which  is  of  moderate 
hardness,  from  the  Hurleston  Treatment  Works.  During  the  year 
the  new  service  reservoir  at  Smallwood  has  been  completed. 

Regular  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  in  all  districts.  The 
water  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Work  commenced  in  May  1967,  on  the  sewerage  and  surface 
water  scheme  for  the  Middlewich  Road  and  Park  Lane  areas,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  the  scheme  was  nearing  completion. 

This  scheme,  when  completed,  will,  in  addition  to  the  alleviation 
of  the  present  sewerage  and  surface  water  difficulties  in  the  locality, 
provide  drainage  facilities  for  considerable  development  in  the 
future. 

Housing 

The  Hill  Factory  Lane  Housing  Scheme  for  74  houses  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  November  1967. 

Work  on  the  Bailey  Crescent  site  involving  the  demolition  of  the 
20  prefabricated  houses  and  the  construction  of  35  dwellings, 
comprising  12  th  ree  -  bed  roomed  houses,  11  two-bedroomed  bunga¬ 
lows  and  12  one-bedroom  bungalows  proceeded  throughout  the 
year  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  32  of  the  dwellings  had  been 
completed. 

In  August  1967,  work  commenced  on  the  construction  of  nine 
one-bedroomed  bungalows  at  Townfields. 

During  1967,  155  dwellings  were  completed  by  private  enterprise.

The  number  of  visits  and  inspections  recorded  under  this  heading 
is  less  than  for  the  last  few  years,  this  being  due  to  a  substantial 
increase  in  visits  concerned  with  the  other  section  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  Council  House  Management.  The  operation  of  a  joint  Public 
Health /Housing  Department  has  many  advantages,  but  routine 
Public  Health  Inspections  sometimes  have  to  suffer  when  there  is 
a  pressure  of  housing  activity. 

The  daily  life  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector  becomes  more  onerous 
as  each  year  goes  by,  not  only  because  of  the  growing  number  of 
laws  and  regulations  but  because  the  attitude  of  many  members  of 
the  public  becomes  increasingly  selfish  and  intolerant.  There  is 
much  satisfaction  in  being  the  means  whereby  conditions  are  im¬ 
proved  and  wrongs  are  righted,  but  a  disproportionate  part  of  an 
Inspector’s  time  nowadays  is  spent  in  investigating  flimsy  or 
malicious  complaints. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
resort  to  statutory  action.  The  Council  rightly  support  the  principle 
of  informal  procedure  to  the  greatest  possible  extent  and  the  results 
have  proved  the  efficacy  of  this  policy. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

A  Working  Party  Report  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  in  May  1967,  provided  a  good  yardstick  by  which 
to  assess  the  efficiency  of  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  in  this 
district.  On  the  one  hand  it  may  be  felt  that  Sandbach  is  in  advance 
of  those  Authorities  which  still  employ  the  kerbside  collection  and 
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skep  systems,  but  on  the  other  hand,  anything  short  of  a  regular 
7-day  collection  cycle  throughout  the  whole  district  must  be  re¬ 
garded  as  inadequate. 

Extensive  housing  development  in  this  area,  the  tendency  to 
install  non-solid  fuel  heating  systems,  difficulty  of  access  to  dustbins 
because  of  cars  parked  alongside  houses,  the  increasing  trend  of 
providing  more  than  one  bin  per  household,  and  the  advantage 
taken  of  the  Council’s  willingness  to  remove  items  other  than  normal 
household  refuse,  have  all  placed  a  greater  strain  on  the  service. 
The  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  this  Council  will  have  to 
consider  an  overhaul  of  the  Cleansing  Department  with  a  view  to 
increasing  the  number  of  vehicles  and  workmen. 


Refuse  Disposal 

For  most  of  the  year  the  collected  refuse  was  tipped  on  farmland 
at  the  request  of  the  owner  for  levelling  purposes,  but  when  the 
epidemic  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  arose  in  October  it  became 
necessary  to  revert  to  the  use  of  the  Council’s  own  tip  at  Malkins 
Bank.  At  this  site  there  is  comparatively  little  tipping  space  left 
and  enquiries  are  still  proceeding  with  a  view  to  obtaining  other 
suitable  land. 

For  several  years  the  Council  has  followed  the  practice  which  is 
now  being  recommended  in  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  of  providing 
facilities  for  members  of  the  public  to  dispose  of  their  rubbish.  The 
Malkins  Bank  Tip  has  been  left  open  for  use  by  the  public  at  any 
time  with  a  view  to  discouraging  indiscriminate  dumping  in  other 
places.  Other  problems  are  presented  due  to  the  fact  that  the  tip 
is  not  always  under  supervision,  but  in  general  it  is  felt  that  the 
system  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  district  as  a  whole. 


Supply  of  Dustbins 

The  Council  does  not  operate  a  Dustbin  Scheme  under  Section 
75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  but  a  supply  of  dustbins  is 
kept  for  sale  on  request.  152  properties  were  supplied  in  this  way. 

Householders  purchasing  bins  are  offered  rubber  lids  at  an  extra 
cost  of  l/6d,  but  these  have  not  been  in  great  demand. 


Conservancy 

The  scheme  whereby  arrangements  were  made  with  Congleton 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  emptying  of  pail  closets  in  this  area 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  has  worked  very  satis¬ 
factorily.  Eleven  houses  are  thus  served  and  three  pails  from  other 
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types  of  premises  are  also  emptied.  It  is  pleasing  that  the  proportion 
of  unsewered  properties  in  the  district  is  extremely  low  despite  the 
fact  that  this  is  a  semi-rural  area. 

Public  Conveniences 

During  the  year  the  control  of  the  Conveniences  at  the  entrance 
to  Sandbach  Park  was  transferred  to  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  these  Conveniences  were  then  modernised  and  brought  into 
greater  use. 

Additional  wash-basins  were  also  installed  in  the  town-centre 
Conveniences  in  order  to  provide  improved  facilities  for  the  market 
traders. 

The  damage  and  ill-use  of  the  Public  Conveniences  has  been 
somewhat  less  in  the  year  under  review,  but  it  is  still  unfortunate 
that  the  decent  members  of  the  public  have  to  be  inconvenienced 
by  the  misbehaviour  of  a  few  hooligans.

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A  Clearance  Area  involving  32  houses  in  Chapel  Street  was 
declared  in  July  1966,  but  the  making  of  the  Clearance  Order  was 
deferred  because  of  discussions  which  were  taking  place  with  the 
County  Council  on  the  question  of  a  new  by-pass  road  in  this 
neighbourhood.  The  position  has  still  not  been  resolved  and  the 
owners  of  the  houses  concerned  are  left  in  a  very  confused  position. 

Reports  were  also  made  to  the  Council  in  respect  of  the  unfitness 
of  nine  houses  at  East  Elworth  and,  in  the  particular  circumstances 
of  this  case,  the  Council  decided  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  the 
site  and  buildings  with  a  view  to  the  land  being  redeveloped  with 
accommodation  for  elderly  persons. 

Closing  Orders  have  been  made  in  respect  of  nine  houses  at  Forge 
Fields  with  a  view  to  starting  a  tidying-up  of  this  area.  A  further 
ten  houses  in  the  vicinity  were  under  consideration  at  the  close  of 
the  year. 

An  estate  of  74  Council  houses,  initially  intended  for  slum 
clearance  rehousing,  was  completed  during  the  year  ;  but  the 
occupiers  of  unfit  houses  ceased  to  be  co-operative  when  they 
learned  that  the  new  Council  houses  were  to  be  let  at  inclusive  rents 
up  to  £4/9/5d  per  week.  In  the  few  cases  where  rehousing  was 
effected  advantage  was  taken  of  vacancies  in  older  Council  houses 
where  the  lower  rents  were  much  more  acceptable.

Housing  Act  1964 

The  Council  have  not  established  any  Improvement  Areas  under 
this  Act,  nor  has  there  been  any  desire  to  invoke  compulsory  action 
on  improvements.  This  legislation  does  not  appear  to  have  attracted 
much  enthusiasm  amongst  Local  Authorities  generally  and  it  may 
be  felt  that  this  results  from  the  impractical  nature  of  the  procedure 
laid  down. 


Rehousing

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65  applicants  from  the  general  waiting  list  were  rehoused  during 
1967,  together  with  7  families  from  “condemned”  houses.  In 
addition,  there  were  69  applicants  on  the  Bungalow  waiting  list,  21 
cases  having  been  accommodated  during  the  year  ;  and  33  appli¬ 
cants  were  waiting  for  flatlet  tenancies  at  Lightley  Court. 


Moveable  Dwellings 

Three  short-term  site  licences  for  individual  caravans  were  issued 
during  1967  and  one  of  these  was  still  operative  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  In  addition,  the  licence  in  respect  of  a  site  for  25  residential 
caravans  was  still  in  force.  The  caravans  and  facilities  on  this  site 
are  of  a  high  standard  and  the  site  is  well  operated. 

Police  assistance  was  secured  in  one  instance  where  it  became 
necessary  to  remove  some  itinerant  workers  who  were  occupying 
a  caravan  on  an  unlicensed  site  and  creating  very  insanitary 
conditions. 


FOOD 


Slaughtering  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  one  licensed  Slaughterhouse  in  the  Urban  District  has  been 
continued  in  use  throughout  the  year.  Whilst  the  premises  are  not 
of  modern  design,  the  proprietor  of  the  business  uses  them  to  the 
best  advantage  and  further  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at 
the  instigation  of  the  Health  Department.  The  statistics  indicate 
that  the  slaughtering  throughput  followed  closely  the  pattern  of  last 
year.  Very  little  of  the  meat  produced  at  this  slaughterhouse  went 
for  consumption  locally,  but  the  quality  of  beef  slaughtered  for  the 
city  areas  was  higher  than  hitherto. 

During  the  year  the  Council  again  considered  the  Meat  Inspection 
(Amendment)  Regulations  1966,  and,  by  agreement  with  the 
Slaughterhouse  proprietor,  slaughtering  was  restricted  to  the  hours 
between  8  a.m.  and  9  p.m.  daily,  subject  to  review  in  12  months’ 
time.  This  may  be  regarded  as  a  generous  decision  on  the  part  of 
the  Council  and  other  arrangements  would  certainly  have  to  be 
considered  if  the  Meat  Inspection  staff  became  less  readily  available.

Food  Hygiene 

Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  made  throughout 
the  year.

All  premises  are  fitted  to  comply  with  Regulations  16  and  19  of 
the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960. 

In  addition,  48  stalls  in  the  Council’s  weekly  market  are  hired 
for  the  sale  of  a  variety  of  foods.  For  many  years  the  Council 
has  not  allowed  unwrapped  food,  except  fruit  and  vegetables,  to  be 
sold  in  the  open  air.  The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and 
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Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966,  now  require  that  fruit  and 
vegetables  must  be  suitably  protected,  and  in  the  case  of  the  kerb- 
side  section  of  Sandbach  Market  this  will  probably  entail  a  major 
reorganisation.  It  is  interesting  to  note  how  many  Local  Authorities 
are  temporarily  avoiding  this  issue  and  waiting  to  see  what  their 
neighbours  are  doing  about  it.  Other  market  improvements  required 
under  the  Regulations  with  regard  to  washing  facilities,  etc.  have 
been  implemented. 

A  number  of  food  delivery  vehicles  in  the  district  have  also  been 
provided  with  additional  facilities  to  comply  with  these  regulations.

Only  one  instance  concerning  foreign  matter  in  food  was  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  This  was  in  respect 
of  a  piece  of  steel  in  a  meal  served  at  a  local  restaurant.  Investiga¬ 
tion  revealed  that  the  metal  had  come  from  a  potato-chipping 
machine  and  the  proprietor  of  the  business  had  the  defective  parts 
renewed  forthwith.  The  Council  felt  that  a  written  warning  to  the 
responsible  person  would  suffice  in  this  instance. 


Milk 

Dealer’s  Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Council.  There  are 
two  dairy  herds  in  this  district  from  which  milk  is  sold  raw  to  the 
public.

One  of  the  two  dairy  herds  mentioned  above  had  been  a  source 
of  difficulty  for  several  years  in  regard  to  intermittent  brucella- 
positive  samples.  After  infected  cows  had  been  disposed  of,  a  series 
of  negative  samples  in  1967  gave  cause  for  some  optimism  in  this 
respect,  but  in  the  autumn  the  herd  was  tragically  eliminated  in  the 
epidemic  of  foot  and  mouth  disease. 


Ice  Cream 

52  premises  are  registered  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  sale 
of  Ice  Cream.  Only  wrapped  ice  cream  was  sold  from  these  premises 
and  no  ice  cream  is  known  to  have  been  manufactured  in  the 
district  during  the  year. 

Only  two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  One  of  these,  from  an  itinerant  vendor,  was  unsatis¬ 
factory  ;  but  the  vendor  subsequently  ceased  to  visit  this  district 
and  the  Local  Authority  covering  the  place  of  production  was 
informed.

By  means  of  annual  contracts  the  Council  deals  with  19 
commercial  and  6  agricultural  properties,  and  this  system  gives 
satisfactory  results  to  all  concerned. 

The  sewers  throughout  the  district  are  tested  annually,  and 
treated  for  rat  infestation. 

The  amount  of  work  carried  out  on  rodent  control  has  increased 
substantially.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  this  is  not  due  to  an 
increase  in  infestations  but  to  the  fact  that  the  Council  now  has  a 
more  industrious  and  conscientious  operator. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  have  not  yet  taken  any  steps  towards  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

There  has  been  comparatively  little  need  for  action  during  1967 
in  regard  to  smoke  emission  from  industrial  sources,  but  supervision 
still  has  to  be  exercised  in  respect  of  a  particular  salt-works. 


Noise  Abatement 

The  investigation  of  alleged  noise  nuisances  during  the  past  year 
occupied  a  considerable  amount  of  time,  in  some  instances  entailing 
long  periods  of  observations  during  the  nights. 

Noise  from  the  exhaust  blower  of  a  vacuum  salt-making  plant 
was  considerably  reduced  by  technical  alterations  after  several 
months  of  experimental  efforts  by  the  firm.  Vibration  arising  from 
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the  compressors  at  a  large  factory  was  eliminated  by  a  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  the  air  intake.  These  are  instances  where  nuisance  to 
householders  was  proved  and  effective  action  was  taken  ;  but  there 
were  many  other  cases  where  either  the  complaints  were  trivial  or 
the  Inspector’s  investigations  did  not  justify  further  action.  The 
conclusion  in  these  instances  was  never  satisfactory  because  hearing 
and  the  extent  of  nuisance  on  a  particular  ear  is  a  personal  thing 
and  the  individual  concerned  cannot  be  convinced  in  general  terms 
or  by  the  impersonal  recordings  of  sound  measuring  equipment. 

There  is  an  obvious  need  for  up-to-date  education  of  the  technical 
officers  concerned  on  this  subject,  and  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  attended  a  Course  of  Instruction  during  the  year. 


Other  Public  Nuisances 

A  serious  nuisance  of  offensive  smells  arising  from  an  industrial 
waste  tip  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District  was  mentioned  in  last  year’s 
report.  High  Court  proceedings  instituted  by  the  Rural  District 
Council  resulted  in  the  granting  of  an  injunction  against  the  tip 
owner  in  October,  but  this  was  by  no  means  the  end  of  the  trouble 
and  it  appears  that  the  practical  remedy  of  the  nuisance  may  take 
a  considerable  time. 

Fumes  from  the  calcining  of  bones  at  a  local  works  were  also 
the  subject  of  persistent  complaints  and  the  Council  has  indicated 
its  intention  to  take  statutory  action  if  the  nuisance  persists.
